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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT.

‘ Keene, N. H., May 1, 1887. 
To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 

The following annual report of the business affairs of the 
county, under the supervision of the County Commissioners, 
and the reports of other county officers relative to their 
respective official business, for the year ending April 30, 
1887, are respectively submitted : ; 


FINANCE. 


The net indebtedness of the county is $35,459.46, a de- 
crease of $4,590.01 since April 30, 1886. During the year 
$25,000.00 of the debt has been placed at 4 per cent., 
the balance bearing 44 per cent. The sum of $5,000.00 
was borrowed temporarily at the April term of court, to meet. 
the current expenses of the county, that will be paid as soon 
as the appropriation for 1887 can be made available. _ 

There has been expended about $1,300.00 in making 
additions and repairs to the county buildings and improving 
the ground about the jail and house of correction. 

The ordinary expenses are considerably larger than last 
year, by reason of an increase in the cost of supporting and 
taking care of the outside poor, and in the current expenses 
of the jail and house of correction. 

The expenditures have been increased also, by an extra 
expense of making a partial inspection and appraisal of the 
real and personal property in the several towns in the county 
under the law for equalizing the appraisment in the different 
towns, and the apportionment of the state tax to the differ- 
ent counties, which is required to be done once in four years. 
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Financially, the county compares favorably with the other 
counties in the state, considering the outlay during the last 
two or three years in the erection of county buildings. The 
debt is comparatively small, and by raising the sum here- 
after stated in the recommendation to the county convention, 
for the next four years, it can be paid in full, provided there 
is no extraordinary expense incurred. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


This institution has continued under the management of 
Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, who have performed their duty 
patiently and faithfully to the interests of the county, and 
with charity toward the poor and friendless inmates. 

The expenditures have been $5,829.99, as against $5,574.- 
99 last year. The cost of a new woodshed 20 x 380 feet, and 
the fitting up of a large refrigerator in the ell of the superin- 
tendent’s house, increased the expenses considerably. 

The crops generally were larger than the previous year, 
except the potato crop, which was very light, making it 
necessary, for the first time since the almshouse was opened, 
to purchase potatoes for its use. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


This institution has been under the management of Mr. 
C. A. Chapin as jailer and master since June 26, tee He 
succeeded Mr. Jonas C. Rice. 

Prior to Mr. Chapin’s appointment the jailer boarded the 
inmates and furnished everything, except fuel for heating the 
jail apartments and bedding and clothing for the prisoners. 
This year the keeper has been employed ata stated salary, 
and the county has provided the board. 

The expenses have been larger than the estimate, and it 
is a question whether it is advisable to continue the 
present method, or the old, by which the jailer provided the 
board and was allowed $2.50 per week, and the fees for 
receiving and discharging each prisoner. 

A new woodshed 72 x 28 feet has been erected at a cost 
of about $600, and so arranged as to work the convicts in 
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it with safety. One hundred and_ sixty-six cords of 
wood were purchased and delivered at the shed, which has 
been cut into stove length by the convicts, and will be sold, 
and used in supplying the county pauper families residing in 
Keene. 

The cost of the wood, amounting to $572.75, is charged 
to the jail and house of correction account, which will be 
credited with the value of the wood as sold, and distributed 
to the poor. 

Several unfortunate persons, ees from injury or 
sickness, and without means to employ care and treatment, 
have been committed to the hospital rooms of the institu- 
tion and medical treatment and care provided them. This 
expense also enters into the jail and house of correction ac- 
count, for which allowance should be made. 

The total expenditures of this institution, as hereafter 
shown, are $4,053.12. Of this sum about $1,800 has been 
expended for additions, improvement of the grounds about 
the buildings, for wood that is now on hand, and for 
relief furnished county poor, which deducted from the total, 
leaves the cost of keeping the prisoners and convicts of the 
county for the year, about $2,300.00. 

There is now due from the city of Keene between five 
and six hundred dollars for board of city convicts committed 
to jail and house of correction since March 1, 1885. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


There has been paid for the support and relief of outside 
poor, including those maintained in the New Hampshire 
Asylum for the Insane and the State Industrial School, the 
sum of $14,177.10; an increase of $2,028.19 over last year. 
The sum of $301.92 has been recovered from parties shown 
to be liable, and paid into the treasury, and there is due $78 
more, that should be deducted from the above to show the 
actual cost and increase. 

The several towns in the county have been paid $10,- 
314.68 for relief given to county paupers. It is not difficult 
to trace the cause of this large expenditure on account of 
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pauperism. It is mainly attributable to intemperance, lazi- 
ness, shiftlessness and mistaken charity, and it is question- 
able whether an intemperate, lazy or shiftless person ought 
to be assisted outside of the home that the citizens of 
the county have provided for its poor. Is it not a mistake 
to aid such? Does not every penny expended for the relief 
of such a person, and those dependent upon him, make their 
condition worse? Would it not be better to compel this 
class of applicants for alms to be removed to the almshouse, 
where they would be required to work and render an equiva- 
lent for what they receive? 

The county has provided a home for its poor and needy, 
supplied with every comfort that can be reasonably asked, 
and in our opinion it is. mistaken charity not to remove 
the intemperate and shiftless to it, when they apply for 
aid. Often times a whole family has to be supported, by 
reason of a drunken or shiftless father, that would take care 
of themselves successfully if the cause of their distress could 
be removed. It is mistaken charity, and expensive, to heed 
the sentimentality that keeps such a person from being re- 
moved to some place where he can be properly treated. 
Mistaken charities, whether bestowed by societies or indi- 
viduals, tend to make paupers, if bestowed upon those who 
are able to work, by familiarizing them with the acceptance 
of support. for which they are not asked to give an equiva- 
lent. It is pleasant for those who can to give, but it is mis- 
taken charity to give to those who are able and capable of 
earning their own support; it is better to seek and remove 
the cause. It may require more time of those who have the 
poor in charge, and not unfrequently the severing of family 
connections, but the remedy should be applied if you would 
check the disease and protect others against the infection. 

The reason why there are so many applicants for sup- 
port, and the pauper expenditure is so large, is clear. It is, 
because it is easier for individuals, charitable societies, and 
officers who have in charge the dispensing of the public aid, 
to give than refuse, to avoid an unpleasant duty, and the 
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risk of being called uncharitable and inhumane, than to work 
_ to remove the cause and check the infection. 
a Tie expenses for outside poor will continue to increase 
until there is less mistaken charity, and a greater effort is 
made to remove the causes and shut off the sources from 
which poverty flows.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Hon. Board of Commissioners of Cheshire County : 

GENTLEMEN,—In submitting this report, I am well aware 
that you are so well acquainted with the affairs of this insti- 
tution that it is hardly necessary for me to make many 
remarks, so will confine myself to a few. 

It will be noticed by the attending physician’s report that 
we have not been visited by any contagious or infectious 
disease and have had but two deaths, both occuring soon 
after the making up the last report. A large number of the 
inmates are old people, many of weak minds and feeble con- 
stitutions, and unable to perform much hard labor, but all 
show a willingness to do all that is, and should be required 
of them. 3 

There have been but a very few convicts sentenced to the 
house of correction here in Westmoreland since the opening 
_ of the new jail and house of correction at Keene, and as they 
were as a general rule strong, able bodied men, capable of 
performing hard labor, we miss their services, as they could 
be utilized to good advantage at all times of the year. 

The supply of water was sufficient for all purposes the past 
year, and as it was a very dry season I think we can reason- 
ably expect a sufficient supply in, the future. 

One of the improvements made during the past year has 
been the removing of the brick oven in the kitchen of the 
almshouse and the enlarging of “the store and cooking room, 
making it much more convenient. We now have one of 
Walker, Pratt & Co’s ranges, with two ovens, and we find it 
to be much more convenient than the old one. 
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We still retain our old assistants, Mr. Geo. A. Butterfield 
and Mrs. Lucy A. Goodell; they have both performed their 
duties in a faithful and satisfactory manner. Mr. Jehiel Claf- 
lin, our chaplain for the past year, has given entire satisfac- 
tion and his services have seemed to be appreciated by the 
inmates. 

The sick have been cared for by Dr. J. A. Craig, whose 
report will give you the medical statistics. 

We are under obligations to J. D. Colony & Sons and H. 
L. Inman, editors of the Cheshire Republican and New Eng- 
land Observer, for weekly copies of their publications, also to 
others who have sent us books and papers, especially the 
ladies of the Christian Temperance Union, of Keene, who, 
after making us a very pleasant call, presented us with a large 
number of books and magazines which were thankfully re- 
ceived ; and to G. Robertson of Hinsdale for toys, fruit and 
confectionery presented to the children Christmas. 

In conclusion I have to thank the Commissioners for 
many valuable suggestions pertaining to the management of 
the institution and for the kindnesses that have attended all 
my intercourse with them.
